THE PUBLICITY CLAUSE 


Lost by Vote of 9 to 1 and Yet 


President Roosevelt Favored 
ft—Can spirit of Reform 


De Quelled? 


Lincoln, Neb., June 22—"In 
full 


retreat," is Mr. Bryan's diagnosis of 
the work of the Chicago convention. 
In an editorial for the Commoner he 
says: 


"The Republicans who attended the 


national convention as spectators and 
joined in the demonstration in favor 
of President Roosevelt 
and Senator 


La Foilette, must have felt indignant 
as they watched 
the panic stricken 


delegates running over each other in 
their efforts to get away from the La 
Foilette reforms, some of which had 
been indorsed by the President him- 
self. 


"Congressman Cooper 
of Wiscon- 


sin, representing the La Foilette men, 
brought in a minority report, signed 
by himself alone. 
Fifty-two 
mem- 


bers of the comm'ittee signed the ma- 
jority report, and one signed the mi- 
nority report. The Republican party 
will find the ratio of 52 to 1 a very 
embarrassing one to deal with in the 
coming campaign. 


"Mr. Cooper's report contained a 


declaration in favor of publicity as to 
campaign funds. 
It was lost by a 


vote of 880 to 94, more than 9 to 1, 
and yet the President has been advo- 
cating legislation in i'avor of publicity 
of campaign funds, 
and 
Secretary 


Taft wrote a letter to Mr. Burrows 


- advocating the passage of a publicity 


114, more than seven to one, voted 
down the plank in favor of the popu-, 
lar election of United States Senators. 
It is true that the President and Sec- 
retary Taft have never advocated the 
popular election of senators. 


"They seem to take the Ham'iltoii 


rather than the Jeffersonian view, but 
the most 
popular reform in the 


United States today is the reform that 
has for its object 
tne 
election of 


United States senators by direct vote. 


the National House of Representa- 
tives, three times 
when 
the House 


was Republican. It has been indorsed- 
by nearly two-thirds ot the states of 
the Union, and there is prolbably no 
state in which 
it would 
not be in- 


dorsed at a popular election. , And 
yet, in. sp'ite of the record made In tne 
House and by the various states, this 
reform is rejected by a seven to one 
votejn a Republican national conven- 
tion. 


"Here are seven points upon which 


the Republican part;-, m national con- 
vention assembled, ha0 retreated from 
the position taken* by that party in 
Conress or from th'e position taken by 
tne President.

In a Carefully 
Prepared Statement, 


He Declares the Plank a "Trans- 


liareut Fraud." 


"How fortunate it was that Secre- 


tary Taft's letter was finally discov- 
ered and published. Senator Burrows, 
the man too whom the Taft letter was 
addressed, was the temporary chair- 
man of the convention, and the con- 
vention over which he presided turn- 
ed down the publicity plank by a vote 
of 9 to 1. Who will deny that, on 
this subject, the Republican party is 
retreating? 


r'Another plank of the La Foilette 


platform authorized the ascertaining 
of the value of railroads. 
This plank 


was lost by a vote of 917 to 66, near- 
ly 15 to 1, and yet President Roose- 
velt has advocated this very proposi- 
tion. Here is retreat on the railroad 
situation. 


"The injunction plank adopted by 


the convention 'is a retreat from the 
iposition taken 'by the President, and 
from the position taken 'by Secretary 
Taft in his speeches, although neither 
of them went as far as they ought to 
have gone in the effort 
to prevent 


what is known as government by in- 
junction. 


"The President has advocated the 


income tax as a means of preventing 
swollen fortunes, and of equalizing 
the burdens of government. The Re- 
publican platform is silent on the sub- 
ject. Was the President right in the 
position he took? If »o, then the con- 
vention was wrong «n not indorsing 
him. Will the Republican voters fol- 
low the President 
in thir. just de- 


mand, or will they follow the Repub- 
lican organization in retreating from 
it? 


"The President

convention is silent 
on the subject. 


Was the President ahead of the Re- 
publican party in advocating this re- 
form, or has the Republican party ro- 
ceded from the President's position?

Cleveland, June 22.—Like the Pied 


Piper of Hamlin leading the rats from 
town, Chief Kohler yesterday dragged 
500 tramps out of town to the merry 
clanging of patrol wagon bells. 


The frayed-out gentry were dumped 


at the outskirts of the city. 


Police in citizens' attire worked all 


day Saturday rounding up the loafers 
and 
sneak 
thief peddlers who had 


congregated in the city. 


At daybreak Sunday morning they 


were carried by the patrol wagon load 
to the city limits. The police stood 
on guard until the hoboes were out 
of sight to make sure they did not 
return to the city. 


Columbus, June 22.—After having 


been carried beneath the tender of a 
C., A. and C. passenger engine from 
Condit, Delaware county, to 
Colum- 


bus, and from Columbus back to Cleve- 
land, the head of Mrs. James Com- 
stock, aged C3, who lived two miles 
east of Sunbapy, was found when the 
train arrived at Cleveland 
Sunday 


noon and was returned to Condit on 
a late train last evening and placed 
with the body. 


Mrs. Comstock recently was 
dis- 


charged from the Columbus State hos- 
pital. About 11 o'clock Saturday night 
she arose from her bed and, without 
the knowledge of her family, clad only 
in her night robe, walked in her bare 
feet to Condit, three miles north, and 
lay down across the track. The fast 
train, of the C.. A. and C., due 
at 


Condit at 1 o'clock, but making no 
stop between Mt. Vernon and Colum- 
bus, ran over .her, severing her head 
and both her feet. When the train 
arrived in Columbus at 1:50 yesterday 
morning the head, which was wedged 
under the tender, was not discovered. 
The same engine was used to take 
the train leaving 
Columbus 
at 
6 


o'clock yesterday morning for Cleve- 
land, and when it arrived there and 
the engine was inspected the grew- 
some object was found. 


Members of the family having dis- 


covered 
before • daylight 
yesterday 


that Mrs. Comstock was missing, be- 
gan a search for her and found her 
mutilated body on the track. The 
body was held at Condit until the ar- 
rival of the head from Cleveland at 
10:20 last evening. The head 'had 
traveled a distance of 340 miles before 
it was again placed with the body, 
this time in a casket. 


Mrs. Comstock is survived by her 


husband, James Comstock, a farmer, 
and three grown sons, Czar, William 
and David.
